The Examiner still maintains that (1), the Morshed prior art reference does teach "a first device instructing a second device to provide 
event information about the execution of a procedure at the second device" by providing information ("out of band data"') that may 
be used to gather execution data about a distributed application as a whole and as well as components of the distributed application that 
may execute on different computer systems (Col. 35 Ln. 27 - 31 ); (2), the "out of band data" of Morshed prior art reference is analogous 
to the "providing a limited amount of event information" of the instant application because the "out of band data" instructs the called 
function on what information about the execution of a distributed application to gather thereby limiting the information to be 
returned to the caller function and (3), the "out of band data" defines the limit of information to be gathered and returned on behalf of the 
calling function. The Examiner also maintains all arguments/explaination discussed in the interview of 7/19/05. 
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
